ADOPTED DECEMBER 7» 1881. 



ARTICLE I. 



This Association shall be styled the "Roc1( 
River Institute of Homeopathy," and its object the 
improvement of Homeopathic therapeutics and all 
other departments of medical science. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Institute shall be composed of those phy- 
sicians who are already charter members, and of 
such others as may be hereafter chosen in con- 
formity with the By-Laws. 

ARTICLE III. 

The officers of the Institute shall be a Presi* 
dent, VicePresident, Secretary and Treasurer, to be 
chosen at such time, in such manner, for such 
period, and with such duties as the By-Laws shall 
ordain. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by 
n vote of two-thirds of all the members present at 
the regular annual meeting in January, provided 
that notice of such alteration or amendment shall 
have been given in writing at a previous regular 
meeting of the Institute. 
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usually pertniDiDg to his office, together with such 
others as may by a vote of the Institute devolve upon 
him. He shall sign the certificates of membership, 
and deliver an annual address at the opening of the 
session in January, and make such suggestions as 
he may deem necessary for the Institute to take 
action on during his term of office. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-President shall perform the 
duties of the President during his absence or 
disability. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep a record of 
the proceedings of the meetings, conduct the cor- 
respondence of the Institute, issue notice of meet- 
ings, sign certificates of membership and perfclVm 
such other duties as the Institute may direct. It 
shall be the duty of the Secretary to send to at least 
two of the Homeopathic medical journals a list of 
the officers of the Institute, together with the 
chairman of the several bureaus for the ensuing 
year, who shall be appointed by the President at 
the regular meeting in January of each year. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive all money 
belonging to the Institute, and make all disburse- 
ments under the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee. He shall furnish at the last regular 
meeting in the year, or the November meeting, a 
written report of the condition of the finances of 
the Institute. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. Candidates for membership shall pre- 
sent to the Secretary a written application, which

application shall state that applicant has pursued a 
regular course of medical studies according to the 
requirements of the Stale Board of Health of II li 
noiS) and that he or she sustains a good moral and 
professional standing, and where the applicant 
received the degree of "M. D." If found worthy 
by the Executive Committee may by a vote of the 
members be elected a member of the Institute when 
upon signing the Constitution, the payment of one 
dollar admission fee, and the payment of one dollar, 
the annual dues for one year, be entitled to a certifi- 
cate of membership. 

Sec. 2. Any foreign physician may be elected 
a corresponding member of the Institute by a vole 
of the members, at any regular meeting of the 
Institute, and shall have all the privileges of mem- 
bers, except voting, and eligibility to office. 

Sbc. 3. The Institute may, at any regular 
meeting, elect as Honorary Member, not to exceed 
twelve in any one year, any foreign physician, who 
may be adjudged worthy from the superior attain- 
ments in medical science; such Honorary member 
shall have all the rights and privileges of members 
except voting and eligibility to office. 

Sec. 4. The Institute may at any regular 
meeting elect Honorary Associate members, not to 
exceed twelve in any one year, any persons no! 
members of the medical profession, who have in 
any way been of special benefit to science or 
humanity, and particularly those who have been 
patrons of Houveopathy. such Honorary Associate 
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members shall have all the rights and privileges of 
Honorary members. 

ARTICLE V. 

Sec. 1. All charter and regular members shall 
pay annually one dollar toward defraying the 
expense of the Institute, and in case the annual dues 
are not sufficient to defray the expenses of the 
Institute the charter and regular members may be 
assessed from time to time to raise the necessary 
amount. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. The following Bureaus shall be ap- 
pointed annually: The President, immediately up- 
on the closing of a Bureau, shall name the Chair- 
man of said Bureau for the ensuing year. The 
Chairman shall select his associates or co-workers 
in his respective Bureau, and hand a list of the 
members in his Bureau to the Secretary at the same 
meeting. The Executive Committee shall arr(^nge 
the time when each Bureau shall report: 

Ist. Clinical Medicine, embracing Diagnosis 
nnd General and Special Therapeutics. 

2nd. Surgery. 

<3rd. Obstetrics. 

4th. Gynaecology. 

5th. Paedology. 

6th. Materia Mcdica, Pharmacy and Provings. 

7th. General Sanitary Science and Hygiene. 

6th. Microscopy and Hystology. 
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Sec. 2. Each Bureau shall report in writing at 
such time as shall be appointed by the Executive 
Committee, the progress of its respective discover^ 
ies, and their special subjects appointed by them 
for inquiry and discussion. 

Sec. 3. In all discussions, no speaker shall be 
allowed more than five minutes, nor be allowed Uy 
speak more than once upon the same subject with- 
out the consent of the President. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sec. 1. Members violating the provisions of 
the "Code of Ethics," adopted by the "American 
Institute of Homeopathy," may be expelled or 
placed under censure by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present, upon satisfactory proof of such 
violation. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Sec. 1. These By-Laws may be altered or 
amepded by a two-thirds vote of the members pres- 
ent at a regular meeting in January, provided such 
alteration or amendment be presented in writing at 
a previous regular meeting.
